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Applicant's amendments and comments, received May 26, 2006, have been fully 
considered by the examiner. In particular, the examiner confirms that claims 32-37 
should not have been withdrawn from consideration, and the examiner apologizes for 
any inconvenience this earlier decision may have caused. The following is a complete 
response to the May 26, 2006 communication. 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of the invention embodied in claims 32-37 in 
the reply filed on May 26, 2006 is acknowledged. It is noted that applicant's have 
offered no traversal of the previous election by original presentation other than to point 
out the apparatus claims, claims 32-37, should not have been withdrawn. Claims 15-31 
remain withdrawn and claims 32-37 will be treated in this Office action. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 34 is objected to because of the following informalities: there is a lack of 
antecedent basis for "the first pulley" and "the second pulley". It is noted that this claim 
should depend from claim 33 which provides the proper antecedent basis for these 
elements. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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Claims 32 and 37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Ferzlietal (5,147,373). 

Ferzli et al disclose a medical device comprising a handle body (11) having a first 
grip (16) and a second grip (20) connected to the handle body for causing movement of 
a first (30) and second (32) medical device, respectively. The first and second grips are 
independently movable (i.e. advanced or retracted). 

Claims 32, 35 and 37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Adair (5,290,284). 

Adair discloses a device comprising a catheter (12) having a handle body 
including a first grip (36) attached to a first medical device (30) and a second grip (24) 
attached to a second medical device (18). The grips are used to extend/retract the 
medical devices independently. 

Double Patenting 

Claims 32-37 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-14 of U.S. Patent No. 6,736,812. 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from 
each other because the instant application claims are broader in scope than and would 
infringe with the patented claims.
